infancy. The iron masters of Pitts­ 
burgh were just beginning to ap­ 
preciate the value of coke for their 
furnaces. Young Frick had an oppor­ 
tunity to acquire a limited interest 
In a plant at Broadford and out of 
the profits of this he acquired other 
holdings. He later joined a company 
to build a railroad to penetrate into 
the Connellsville coke regions, and 
in 1871 the year the road was open­ 
ed, Mr. Frick completed the corpora­ 
tion of Frick and Company which 
bought coal and coke ovf*ns in the 
Connelsville region. That was the 
basis of the Frick fortune. The un­ 
divided attention of the rising fi­ 
nancier was given to coke until 
1882.

the meeting from which so much is 
hoped. 
While 
labor 
organizers 
have been exceedingly active during 
the recent past, there are millions 
of workers who are still, by pref­ 
erence or otherwise, outside of the 
“organized labor” movement. 
Mr.} 
Compere told the senate investigat­ 
ing committee the other day that he 
had never semi a laborer who did 
not want to join a union. 
One of 
the committeemen suggested that he 
could find a lot of workingmen who: 
were holding aloof of their own: 
choice. 
The issue of fact 
thus, 
raised might be worth investigating 
by the committee. 
At any rate, the outstanding fact - 
is that millions of laborers are not j 
enlisted in the union movement. 
In 
any conference assembled to study! 
industrial 
relations, 
these 
men) 
should have representation and a 
voice. 
Their views may be w orth' 
considering. 
Their right to liberty 
of choice and action needs to be 
safeguarded. 
It may be suggested 
that they have no spokesman duly 
authorized to represent them. 
But I 
that objection is easily met. 
In the 
embattled steel industry, for exam­ 
ple. the lines are sharply drawn. 
The strike leaders, as we understand 
it. do not even claim that they have 
"unionized” as many as 50 per cent 
of the employes of the United States 
Steel Corporation. 
They do claim, 
as we understand it. that more than 
50 per. cent have quit work. 
But 
ii 
is admitted that some of the 
plants are running, and it is direct­ 
ly charged that a good many of the 
ununionized workers are being kept 
off the job by intimidation. 
An 
employe of an Indiana plant wired 
Senator Kenyon the other day that 
a 
majority 
of Hie 
men 
employed 
there consider the strike "a crime 
against the men that toil." and “ a 
blow at the vitals of our govern­ 
ment.” 
Plainly there are sharp differ­ 
ences of opinion among the workers 
in the steel industry. 
It would not 
be difficult for the senate investi­ 
gators to nominate representatives 
of the so-called “ unorganized” steel 
workers to present their side of the 
case before the Industrial Confer­ 
ence. 
It would be as easy, we have 
an 
idea, to select 
representatives 
from the ununionized elements of 
other industries. 
Surely the con-j 
ference should be “ representative.” j 
And if there are workingmen who 
contend that “ right to remain a t i 
work where others have ceased to; 
work is part of the personal liberty j 
of a citizen that can never be sur- 1 
rendered,” they should be given the 
opportunity to present and defend 
that view before any national con*! 
ference summoned to consider in­ 
dustrial problems and relations.—

To a good many persons in this 
country the railroad problem seems 
a m atter remote to them. 
As a 
m atter of fact it touches the whole 
body of our people very seriously. 
The savings banks and insurance 
companies have invested to the ex­ 
tent of billions of dollars in rail­ 
road stocks and bonds. 
Their se­ 
curity depends to a large degree 
upon the security of the roads. The 
minute a blow is aimed at railroad 
prosperity it is aimed at the banks 
and the insurance companies, and 
so at the millions of their depositors 
and policyholders. 
Under the modern system of in­ 
tertwined industry and interest, no 
great business can suffer without 
every other being affected. 
This is 
particularly trite of the railroads, 
Hie banks and the insurance inter­ 
ests. 
Let any doubter examine the 
bank commissioner’s current report 
in any state. He will find a long 
list of railroad securities among the 
holdings of the savings institutions. 
If he has never thought of the mat­ 
ter before he will be deeply Im­ 
pressed with the intim ate connection! 
between the welfare of the transpor­ 
tation companies and that of the 
humblest 
depositors 
of 
his 
own 
com munity. 
This connection 
should 
be en-! 
larged upon in the public press, by 
public speakers and in common con­ 
versation. 
The more it is under­ 
stood, the less danger there will be 
of unfair and unintelligent treat­ 
ment of the railroads. 
An unfor­ 
tunate tradition about railroads has 
grown up. 
They are thought of as 
capitalistic corporations that have 
no concern for the public except 
to "gouge” 
them. 
Past manage­ 
ments are in some qjteasure respon­ 
sible for this, but we cannot go on 
forever 
compelling 
the 
railroad 
managers of the present time to 
suffer for the shortcomings of their 
predecessors. 
Every savings bank depositor, ev­ 
ery insured person, should under­ 
stand the vital tie of the great 
steam lines of the country* 
When 
that exists between his prosperity 
and 
costs are 
heaped 
high upon 
the roads and they are not per-! 
muted to charge fair rates in re­ 
turn, the burden falls not on them 
alone, but on the great mass of the 
population. 
This is true not only 
of routine costs but of such excep­ 
tional costs as those occasioned by 
employes’ strikes. 
When the New 
England roads were forced to sub­ 
stitute a skeleton service for the 
regular schedules of trains a few 
weeks ago, because of the walkout 
of the shopmen, there was a very 
material loss of revenues in conse­ 
quence, aud that loss of revenues 
had an immediate effect upon the 
value of the railroad securities held 
by the banks and insurance com- 
paines. 
The more these facts are 
comprehended, the less popular sym­ 
pathy there will be with railroad 
strikes. 
As a m atter of fact, there is 
less sympathy with them a t the 
present time than ever before, as 
the brotherhood chiefs have discov­ 
ered to their own and the geenral 
disadvantage.— Providence
